Three Wrecks On Glades Two-Lane Reads - 6 Dead 


Victim Of Wreck 
On Puddled Road 


A roller-coastef roadway pud- 
dled by a heavy spring shower 
is, assumedly, a major contri- 
buting factor in the death of 
Mrs. Pauline Love, the critical 
injury of her husband, Raymon, 
a salesman, and the injury of 
their two-year-old daughter, 
Karen Saturday night on US 
441, north of Belle Glade. 

Four vehicles were involved, 
before traffic was stopped. 

Apparently, water dashed up 
from a road puddle, added to 
the rain, caused the driver of 
the Love car-to collide with а 
flatbed truck driven by Myrtis 
Andrews of Pahokee and Mr. 
Love being thrown into the traf- 
fic lane. Along came a car dri- 
ven by Daniel Hilland, whose 
vision was blurred by the wat- 
ter to the extent that he thought 

ee limbs had been blown in 
the roadway. He passed the ac- 
cident before he was able to 
stop and return to the site of 
the accident. He knew that a 
trajler was coming along and 
his attempt to flag the trailer 
down failed, but Theo E. Cush- 
ing, the trailer driver, stopped 
and returned to the scene of 
the accident. Skid marks by the 
trailer, it was discovered par- 
alled on each side the body of 
Mr, Love in the roadway. When 
Highway Trooper Brinkley ar- 
rived, investigation failed to dis- 
close whether either of the 
passing vehicles made contact 
with either of the three — fath- 
er, mother and daughter; except 
the evidence pointing to the fact 
that the tractor-tráiler's wheels 
straddled the body of Mr. Love.

Sanders 18, both of Belle Glade. 
Shorter and another passenger, 
Willy Allen, 28, of SW Ave. C, 
Belle Glade were trefted at 
the Belle Glade Memorial Hos- 
pital. Three injured passengers 
in the Wilson car were treated, 
with Henry Dyer Wilson being 
termed critical.
